This modest ‘campaign poster’ is possibly 
the most important of the hundreds that will 
be bidding for our attention as we move clos- 
er and closer to the 1964 national election.

SP, BofRT Agree to End 3rd 
Brakeman Rule in California 


B In San Francisco recently the 
Brotherhood of Railroad Trainmen 
and Southern Pacific quietly joined 
in a series of new agreements which 
may constitute one of the best ex- 
amples of union-management coop- 
eration in the country today. 

“On June 19, J. J. Corcoran, gen- 
eral chairman of the BofRT, C. A. 
Ball, manager of personnel for SP, 
and a number of other officials of the 
Brotherhood and of the railroad 
agreed that in ten districts in Cali- 


‘fornia where three brakemen are 


now required on freight trains, the 


-third ‘brakeman position will even- 


tually ‘be discontinued through a 
process. of :attrition. 

Such agreements are not new, of 
course. ‘In ‘Nevada the ‘state ‘legis- 


lature, ‘a year and a half ago, enact- 


ed an ‘amendment to the state’s full- 


crew law after ‘the same attrition 


formula had been reached through 
compromise. And in New Mexico, 
voluntary agreements, which are 
virtually identical to those in Ne- 
vada and California, have achieved 
the same result. 

But in California the agreements 
were reached in a different way. 
Here the rapport reached between 
the two parties was-a result of a 
conscientious search for a means 
which could guarantee job and fi- 
nancial protection for the men now 
working these positions, on the one 
hand, and a means by which freight 
train crews could finally be tailored 
to present day operating conditions, 
on the other. 

“It is becoming increasingly ap- 
parent that management and labor 
have a common goal in reaching the 
most efficient operating conditions 
while protecting our people,” Mil- 


ton A. McIntyre, SP’s general 
manager, points out. “The only true 
job security we can ever offer is to 
make our operations so efficient and 
so economical that we gain an ever 
increasing amount of freight for our 
lines. When we move toward that 
goal—as we do when we carry out 
such agreements as this one—we 
feel that an integral part of the bar- 
gain is to guarantee to the men who 
are committed to the agreement that 
their jobs will be safe.” 

Briefly, the California agree- 
ments, like those in operation in 
Nevada and New Mexico, provide 
that third brakemen are no longer 
necessary on freight trains in ten 
operating areas, ranging from the 
Oregon border to Los Angeles. How- 
ever, the third brakemen positions 
will continue to be filled as long as 
there are men available to fill them 
who were working as of January 25, 
1964. 

In other words, none of the men 
working as of that time will lose his 
job because of the agreement. He 
will continue to work until he re- 
tires, resigns, dies, or is discharged 
for cause, 

James J. Corcoran, General 
Chairman of the Brotherhood of 
Railroad Trainmen, explains the 
philosophy of the union in signing 
the agreements: 

“There is no doubt that a time of 
great technological-change has al- 
ready come upon us in the railroad 
industry,” he says. “It seems to me 
that we have one basic problem—to 
reconcile this change-to the benefit 
and welfare of the men who run the 
trains, 


“This agreement does just that. 
By signing it we ‘have provided for 
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the financial welfare of the men who 
have been carrying out these duties. 
We have made it certain that they 
are guaranteed their jobs so 
long as they are there to fill them.” 

Corcoran pointed out that the 
agreements had been the subject of 
considerable study by the Brother- 
hood prior to the discussions. 

“When I sat down at this table, 
I carried the approval of every local 
chairman in the affected areas,” he 
said. “We know this is a good agree- 
ment because it takes care of our 
men.” 

interestingly enough, the signing 
of the pact by the Brotherhood and 
the Southern Pacific does not auto- 
matically place the agreement in 
effect. In California, a third party 
is yet to be heard from—the Cali- 
fornia Public Utilities Commission, 
which has issued orders requiring 
third brakemen. in certain areas 
where past operating agreements 
have provided for them. 

The next step, according to Mc- 
Intyre, will be action by the CPUC 
on a request to vacate those orders 
which both the union and the rail- 
road agree no longer serve any pur- 
pose, 

Asked as to whether there was 
any doubt that the CPUC would 
join in the agreement between the 
trainmen and SP, McIntyre said: 

“T really don’t anticipate any 
problem. ‘When a union and a rail- 
road sit down and arrive at mutually 
satisfactory answers, to provide for 
their common benefit, it seems toe me 
the state’s regulatory -body should 


not only help, but take:the lead in | 


carrying thera out.”

A little over two years before 
President Lyndon B. Johnson sign- 
ed the historic civil rights bill, he 
and W. D. Lamprecht, vice presi- 
dent, system operations for South- 
ern Pacific, signed another docu- 
ment in the field of human rights.

Danger: Children at Play! 


SP people can help police handle the problem of 
rock-throwing and children on the right-of-way. 


E Boys are fond of snakes, baseball, 
old clothes, watermelon—and trains. 
The sight of a long freight train 
thundering across the land never 
fails to thrill a boy. He watches it, 
and dreams of far-off towns, 

But fascination for railroads can 
be dangerous, also—even fatal. As 
when a boy hikes along the tracks 

. walks on trestles... hangs 
around freight yards. A boy sees a 
moving train and is tempted to throw 
a rock at it. A heavy rock smashing 
into the window of a commute train 
or a caboose can cause a lot of dam- 
age and may cause serious injuries. 

Boys like to hop rides on slow 
moving freights. One slip and a leg 
is gone. 

- Boys like to be ‘brave when they 
are-with the gang. So they play-a 
game-called “Chicken!” where the 
first-one to-leap from: the path of 


‘an’ oncoming locomotive is “‘chick- 
en”. Sometimes ‘the ‘last one ‘is too’ 
‘slow, ‘and someone -has ‘to ‘break the: 


shocking news to his mother. 

W. H. Stone, chief special agent 
at San Francisco, is deeply concern- 
ed over this continuing problem of 
juvenile offenders. “They start 
young,” he says. “Boys only five 
years old have been apprehended 
on our property, throwing rocks, 
placing obstacles on the tracks, or 
fooling around with switches.” 

Engine crews cooperate fully with 
SP’s law officers. When they see 
boys edging up to the tracks, evi- 
dently. bent on mischief, they radio 
the alarm and officers speed by car 
to the trouble area, 

Sometimes officers, equipped with 
walkie talkies, ride the freight trains 
through crowded metropolitan areas 
where most of the incidents occur. 

“Other missiles are used against 
our trains aside from rocks,” Stone 
observes wryly. “Kids take potshots 
with sling shots, air rifles, and zip 
guns.”

When a youngster is apprehend- 
ed by an SP officer he is escorted 
home and the officer explains to the 
parents what the boy has done 
wrong. He tells the family of the 
very real dangers of idling around 
the railroad. 

Police officers and safety super- 
visors around the system go to var- 
ious schools, giving safety talks and 
showing the SP-produced movie, 
“Dangerous Playground” to the 
students. 

Southern Pacific, with more than 
14,000 miles of road is one of the 
nation’s largest railroads. “It’s a big 
territory for us to protect,” Stone 
says. He asks that employes who 
observe children playing around 
tracks or freight yards notify police 
immediately. If no railroad police 
are available, local law enforcement 
authorities should be notified. “All 
peace officers work together,” Stone 
says. “The important thing is to lick 
this worrisome problem—and with 
everybody’s help, we can make big 
strides toward its solution.”

During the first three years 
of his marriage (he met his wife,

ance of way forces. 

Hard hats recently saved two em- 
ployes from death or serious injury 
in separate incidents at Sacramento 
Shop and Taylor Yard, Los Angeles. 
Both men were hit by falling objects 


—one striking with such force that 
it cracked the hat—yet neither 
man’s head was harmed. 

Available at substantially reduced 
cost to SP employes are attractive 
dress safety shoes, as well as work 
safety shoes, and prescription- 
ground safety glasses of all types, 
including sun glasses. These items 
are available through payroll deduc- 
tion.

Take Safety to the Cookout 


fiTake your safety-consciousness 
home with you, particularly now 
that backyard barbecue time is here, 
urges the SP Safety Department. Be 
sure the food you use is fresh and 
prepared in a sanitary manner, and 
that the cooking equipment is safe. 

Recently, a family of four became 
violently ill after enjoying barbe- 
cued steaks, baked potatoes, and sal- 
ad—all fresh and properly prepar- 
ed. Investigation showed, however, 
that the steaks had been grilled on 
an old refrigerator shelf. The shelf 
had been plated with cadmium, 
which melted and stuck to the 
steaks. Result: cadmium poisoning. 

Many metal household products 
are coated with cadmium. Don’t use 
makeshift utensils of this kind if 
they touch the food. 

If poor weather halts -your cook- 
out,.think twice before moving your 
charcoal ‘grill indoors .and. lighting 
it there. - 
‘When ‘charcoal is burned indoors 
‘in .an‘unventilated area, it gives off 


carbon monoxide—the same poison- 


ous fumes that’ kill’ many motorists 


who run car engines in closed gar- 
ages. Don’t set up a grill in the base- 
ment, recreation room, or anywhere 
indoors except in a properly func- 
tioning fireplace. 

Another hazard—as dangerous 
outdoors as indoors—is the common 
practice of squirting lighter fluid on 
the charcoal after the fire is statted 
in order to “speed it up.” Fire can 
flare back up that stream of -flam- 
mable fluid so fast, you'll hardly. 
know what hit you. Lighting char- 
coal with an electric charcoal start- 
er-or with ‘a butane gas lighter is 
faster and safer.* ‘
